Latest Improvements in 
Bread Making. 


The 


The foundations for the Nevada 
State Mill were laid in August, 
1881, and since that time its pro- 


gaged almost exclusively in the one 
business of ascertaining what new 
machinery had been given to the 
world for each particular opera- 
tion through which wheat has to 
go from the time the grain enters 


Mr. Fogus is the son of a miller, 
who brought all his boys up to the 
business, and he thus acquired all 
the points in the flour-maker’s art. 

His father owned a mill iu Virginia, 
a few miles from Richmond, on 
James river, near the famous Gal- 
ligo and Haxall mills, that havea. 
reputation the world over. By 
patient research, and being tied to 
no system, Mr. Fogus has become 
satisfied that no one set of ma- 
chinery of the many kinds hitherto 
vombined. was the most effective, 
so he has selected here a bit and 
there a bit, and put them together 
after his own ideas. Where he 
could get nothing to suit him, he 
has had it made from his own 


plans. For power he has a Lind 
wheel 48 inches in diameter, under 
a 10-foot head, giving it immense 
power. The wheat goes first into a 
shaker, of Mr. Fogus’ 8 
that was built in Reno by C W. 
Ward; thence it is elevated to the 
thitd story and drops into a Ste- 
veus’ combined smutter grader and 
separator, a most ingenious ma- 
chine, mide in Burlington, 
Iowa. A4 Richardson polisher 
from. Detroit, Michigan, then rubs 
each particular grain as bright as a 
dude’s boot, the fuzz going to a dust 
bin in the cellar and the wheat to 
the first reducer, a steel roller six 
inches in dindhelor and nine inches 
long, running rapidly. in an iron 
box, which cracks the grain and 
makes three separations, sending the 
seam dirt to the dust bin, the mid- 
dlings to the purifier and the pure 
kernel to the rolls. These rolls ate
